The ColoDial Question. 

Unquestionably iho Times newspaper 
is great and powerful. But it owes itB 
greatness and itB power to the literary 
talent at itsjoommnnd, rathor than to 
the poa«ession of any groat principles of 
liberty and troth, or the praotice of 
consistency. As our readera aro aware, 
an effort was put forth in London, a 
few months ago, with a view to hold* 
ing a convention of loading mon from 
all the oolonies for the purpose of con- 
sidering the relations subsisting be- 
tween the Colonial and Imperial Em- 
pires, and the best means of improving 
tbe.o relatione. It will also be reool. 
lected that the present Soorotary oi 
State for tho ColonieB discouraged the 
sending of delogatcs to this Convention. 
Several meetings of prominent colonists 
now in London, have boon hold for the 
purpose of discussing colonial affairs. 
Not tho least active of tbeso^ has been 
Sir Georgo Grey, aotneticno Governor of 
Now Zealand. Sir Georgo bus taken a 
decided stand with tbo colonies, as 
against the heartless and unpatornal 
polioy adopted towards New Zoaland, 
und has spokon Borne disagreoablu 
words, wordB none tho lesa disagreeable 
lor being true. Although far from 
admiring" Sir George Groy, or bis ad- 
ministration of tho affairs ot Now Zea- 
land, yet truth is nono tho less true 
for corning from bis lips; and it muai 
bo admitted that, in his recent espousal 
of the oauso of the colonies, ho baB giv. 
en utterance to the most liberal and 
statesmanlike sentiments, and has dis- 
played on amount of boldness and pluck 
which, when exhibited in bo good a 
cause, cannot fail to extort admiration. 
As might well bo expeoied, the Times 
has taken up tho cudgola in dofeuce of 
' the powers that be,' and, of courao, 
ngainst any one who presumes to moot 
in London and talk about colonial 
misrule. Referring to a meeting of 
colonists hold in the end of Novorahor, 
the Times, in a leading article, animad* 
verta with considerable severity upon 
the proceedings. It says, ' It is not very 
easy 10 understand what useful objects 
are proposod to itsolf by tho Conven- 
tion of colonists which has now held 
two meetings at tho Cuonon-Btreot 
Hotel.' Alter criticising tho proceed- 
ings of tho Convention in general, and 
the position taken by Sir Goorgo Grey 
in particular, the Thunderer thus con- 
cludes :— "Ir there are really 'groans 
from all parts of the earth» against the 
oppressive colonial policy of Groat 
Britain, lot us at least be told in s>mo 
articulate form wherein that oppression 
oonsuts. What is the use of proclaim' 
ing that no Government can deprive a 
oolouistof tho British citizenship which 
ii his birthright? Such an idea, wo 
venture to say, has never crossed tho 
mind of a Colonial Minister. All Eng« 
lishmon regard colonists as brothor 
.Englishmen and fellow Fnbjects. Wo 
are all willing tbey should enjoy the full 
privileges of British citizonship, without 
any of its burdens — a concession of 
which thoro is no other example in his- 
tory. We only demur to bearing their 
burden**, incurred, it may be, iu a rnau- 
Der which the conscience of this nation 
oondemns, without receiving any ser- 
vices whatever In return.' Hero tho 
Times is guilty of exhibiting tho most 
unaccountable ignorance or perpetrating 
a wanton untruth. Are not colonists 
deprived of tho birthrights of British 
citizenship wfcou they are governed with 
the most arbitrary despotism, through 
a single otiico in London ? To go no 
farther than our o-vn colony, what 
could possibly constitute a more scath- 
tDg reply to the hypocritical cant of tho 
Times than trio simple history cf Bri- 
tish Columbia? Hero have lived a col- 
ony of British subjects, for a whole de- 
cado of yearB, denied any share in tho 
management of their own affairs. Hun 
no 'groan' gone fiom British Columbia 
Did not tho Colony, iu its numberless pe- 
titions, and through its living dologate, 
sent to Loudon, tell the Imperial Govern- 
ment 'in aome articulate torm wherein 
that oppression consist* '? 'No taxation 
without representation,' is a birthright of 
British citizenship secured under tho Mag- 
na Charta-«il istho corner atoiio of Bri- 
tish liberty, cemented and aor.lod with 
the blood of our moro spirited ances- 
tors. Have not wo iu this co'ony heou 
deprived of that rigtit ? Denied all 
share in tbo government, wo have 
been taxed without stint — governed off 
tbo face of tho earth by a hordo of ir- 
responsible appointees of a .Minister 
from time to tune pitchforked into the 
Colonial Otiico, not seldom grossly ig- 
norant about the colony, its whero- 
aboats, itB resource^, its wants, and Uie 
kind, oolor and genius of its population. 
Yet, after enduring all this wrong, igno- 
miny and outrage tor ton long years, we 
are to bo told that such au idea as that 
of depriving a colonist of tho rights ol 
oitizenflhip 'has uovor crossed tho miud 
of a colonial minister' 1 ' Englishmen re, 
gard colonists as brother Englishmen 
and fellow rubjects,' do they ? Why, 
then, do thoy not treat them as such ? 
it the moio powerful oi tho British 
colonies enjoy self-govern meut to-day, 
»o thanks to tho Colonial OUioo lor that. 
What is tho history ot every colony hut 
one continued struggle for those rignia 
of which wo aro told uo colonial Min- 
ister over dreamed ol depriving the 
colouistn? Somo colonies enjoy these 
riehlS because ,hey had tho strength 
and the pluck to oxtort them at the 
cannon's mouth, If need be | others 
havo thoin not becuuso they possess 



neither strength nor pluck to compel 
thfir surreuder. Tho Colonial Offioe 
dares to be unjust to the weaker colo- 
nies, Tho Times makes a closing allu«. 
aion to' national 'conscience 1' Bah I 
For tho Times to prato about 'eonselt 
once' is enough to make a monkey D iuk,

My Dear Fhiknds.— The journals of the 
court are absolutely bent on porsuadicg mo 
ihat I am under an obligation to the Emperor 
because haviog had me arrested at tbo fron- 
tier, he ordered my release eight hours after, 
I Bhoald prefer the public to the Constitution- 
net for my judge. The faot is that, at noon 
a Commissary of Police said to rre : 'Yon 
are a prisoner,' aod at 8 in tbo evening he 
added: 'You ore free.' Such is the incident 
in its entire simplicity, The magnanimity of 
tho government in thercloro confined to mak- 
ing; a blunder at midday and perceiving it 
eight hours afier ; that is to gay— as it has 
done for 18 years — when it was too late. I 
should havo novoriheloss left the journalists 
of the Chamber to dust in peace tbeir seats 
there il they had not mingled with tbeir 
eulogiurn on the sovereign tho story of a safe 
cuoduoti which tbey recount tbe more dog-, 
maticiilly that it dues not contain a word ol 
truth. The sale conduct is a more dream ; 
nobody spoke to me of one, and I hnve never 
seen it. If tbe government had had the bad 
tasto to offer me one, I should probably have 
replied ibat 1 was anxious to be late, and 
that 1 did not wish lo bo conduoted— I shoold 
have most, likely have thrown it in bis fnoe. 
This explanation was necessary, I tbiok, to 
excuse, my ingruiitudn, which is moro radical 
than ever.

Every truly pro- 
vident man insures ugainst one or both. 
Thus we find Lord Lyndburst sajing : 'A 
pedioy of life ioanrauco is always on evi- 
dence of prudent forethought, and no man 
with a dependent fumily is freo hom re- 
proach if his life it not insured.' Thus wo 
find Benjamin Franklin saying, 'A polioy 
of lifo itsuranoo ia the cheupest «nd safest 
mode of makiug a oertnin provi*ion for one's 
family. It is a strange anomaly that men 
should be careful to insure their bouses, 
their furniture, their ships, their maroban>. 
diae, and yot neglnot'to insure their lives, 
surely the moat important ol all. to their 
families, and far more Bubjoct to loss.' Lis- 
ten also to Lord Brorgbain • 'Associations 
for the insurance of lives aro to bo ranked 
amongst the very noblest inelilutions of 
civilized society, and their usefulness can be 
atttsted by thtusauds of happy and inde- 
pendent families, rescued by their means 
from tho bitterness of poverty and tho de- 
gradation ot charity.' When wo urge upou 
tbi* community the duty of insuring ogainBt 
accident or death, or both, let no one 
regard what we say in the light ol a 
mere 'trade puff,' l'ho matter is loo impart, 
ant, the duty too sacred for that. If wo urge 
this subjsot il is for individual and collae- 
tive good. It is gratifying to know that this 
duty is reni iving increased uttention amougat 
ua. A greater number of life policies havo 
been luken out during the past three 
months than lor tbreo years previously, 
while the looal agent of the Accident in- 
surance Company has just shown us a list 
ol thirty-three policieo, representing an ag- 
gregate of one hundrod thousand dollars, as 
the rosult ol ten days' operationa. Thia is 
highly graiilying, giving assurance as it 
does, of titling provision being made lor so 
many families— so many of our fellow-citi- 
zens insured against the degradatiou ol hav- 
ing to mal< e the loo common appeal for cha- 
tity, in the event of loaiog thair natural pto- 
viierg. 

Colonial Made Ploughs Taiuno the 
Lead. — At the last Ploughing Match at 
Saanicb, a plough manufactured at tho Al- 
bion Foundry in thia city was awarded lbs 
first prize — its lightness and strength, and 
the thorough munner in which it performed 
the work assigned it, winning tbo admira- 
tion ot everybody present. Sinco the match 
the demand for tho plough has steadily in- 
creased. Day belora yesterday three were 
furnished to order and sent to Saanicb for 
farmers there, and the Albion Ormrjanj 
have seveu or eight others in bond (or olhur 
distriots ol tho Island and for the Mainland, 
which will bo ready for uso in a few days. 
Farmers who havo seen the plough at work 
repudiate the idea ol any other plough com- 
peting successfully with it iu ouy respect 
The Albion Plough ia, indeed', a fiald-lreasi 
ore, and the low prico at which it is sold 
($85) plaoea it within the reach of the newest 
beginner. Another lavo'able point is. ihat 
any part of tho plough can be supplied at an 
hour's notice by the manufacturers, ao that, 
in case of accident (and accidents wi|! occur 
even to the best-made ugricultnr„i imple- 
ments), the broken section _mav be supplied 
and tbo plocgb preserved instead of being 
cast aside as useless. 



Ho 1 tor Peace and Umineca. — Amongst 
the passengers by ihe Guasio Telfair were a 
number of old Catibooites, who havo oome 
direct from While Pine, attracted hither by 
Ihe news of the recently uncovered Peace 
river and Omiucca gold fiolde. They repre- 
sent timoa at While Pine as being extremely 
bad, the great bulk of tbo peoplo without oc- 
cupation, and without the means of existence. 
It is tho opinion of these men that mosi ol 
the old British Columbians now there, who 
aro able to raise the means will come up 
and tbey give it as their belief that the exo- 
dus from White Pino alone will not full 
much short of one thomand, so that the 
present arrivals may be regurded ob the va ,- 
gusrd of a large rush. While wo have no 
fear about Ite ability ot the colony to furnieh 
focd and good mining ground to all that miy 
come, we would caution all against rushing 
up too early io Ibo season, l'ho first arrivals 
intend proceeding up by next steamer and 
going through by Barnard's stages. 

The Great Want. — It is at thia mo 
ment, where tho unemployed thousands in 
California ate casting eager ey 08 towards ou r 
new gold-fields, that the want of tegular or 
reasonable eteam communication is most 
keenly felt. Did adequut^ etcom commu 
nioation betwoeu San Francisco and this co- 
lony exist, population would now flow in 
nearly as fast aa tbo colony ia prepared lo 
absorb it. As it is, however, only the most 
persevering can bo expected to force their way 
through all intervening obstacles and dis 
couragements. It is really loo had that no 
efiort should be made to improve matters in 
this respeot.
